We 
were a little frightened beeanse we thought that wo would bo eom- 
polled to go baelt. At 11 p*a«, a group eonsistlag of 316 people 
erossod the border. At a saall loealitXi our legghge was Rteehed 
by Austrian oust oms offielals. foreign eurrenddss ant oigarettes 
were eonfiseated and I had 709 elgarettes. At that Isetlity wo 
were sheltered In a hostel and the next momiiig our trip to Tioima
